Art. 2. To raise money for the support of the town poor, 
for town library, for cemeteries, to build and repair highways 
and bridges, and such other current and incidental expenses 
as may accrue. 2 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize its Select- 
men to raise money on notes of the town for current expenses, 
in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on taxes. 


Art. 5. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
accepting State aid for highway construction, and appropriate 
money therefor. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to raise such amount 
as recommended by the New Hampshire Highway Department. 
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Art. 7. To see if the town will appropriate $2,000 to oil 
the streets of Walpole Village and North Walpole, the amount 
to be divided equally. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to appropriate $30 
for Memorial Day.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Walpole. 

I hereby submit my first annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. On entering upon my duties in the school system, I 
found the work well planned and organized by former Superin- 
tendent Slade. This has greatly facilitated the process of ‘‘ get- 
ting acquainted.’’ 

TEACHERS 

The present year saw but one change in the teaching force 
at North Walpole. Miss Marion Doucette replaces Miss Alberta 
Nadeau as teacher of French in the high school. 

In the Walpole Village and rural schools there have been 
several changes. The following were new in the system this 
year: Miss Elsie Gile, Domestic Science; Miss Irene Lewis, Ju- 
nior High School. Miss Idell Bushey, Grades 1 and 2; Miss 
Laura Edney. Drewsville School; Miss Margaret Murray, Bal- 
lam School. Mrs. Mildred Moultrop has transferred from the 
Drewsville School to the Village School, Grades 5 and 6. The 
vacancy occasioned by the sad death of Miss Bushey has not 
yet been permanently filled. 


BUILDINGS 

The new agricultural building on the Hooper Estate is 
now completed and the equipment is installed. With the ap- 
proach of warmer weather this building should prove increas- 
ingly useful. 

During the fall a new flag pole and concrete base was 
erected on the Walpole High School grounds by the boys of 
the agricultural course. 

The schoolhouse at Drewsville has been shingled. 

An exceedingly valuable improvement at North Walpole 
has been the installment of a steel fire escape at the John Kil- 
burn school. This does away with the former wooden fire escape, 
which, in an emergency might have proved a serious menace 
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to the safety of the pupils. In a recent fire drill the building was 
emptied in forty seconds. 

At the present time the buildings in general are in good 
condition. Ne shades are needed at the North Walpole schools. 
I believe that the time is approaching when, for economy’s 
sake, the district should consider painting these two buildings. 

The walls and ceilings at the Ballam and Drewsville schools 
are very dingy and are badly in need of refinishing. 

In the Walpole Village schools, many of the windows are 
loose, and much cold is admitted around them. The ceiling in 
the primary room is in poor condition and should be replaced 
or repaired. 


THE DOMESTIC SCIENCE ROOM 

At the present time the Domestic Science department is 
badly cramped for room. The state program of studies requires 
that at least ten meals be served by each class. At the present 
it is necessary to cook and serve the meals in the same room, 
the room that is also used as a sewing room. Adjoining the room 
now used for this purpose, there is attic space in which, at no 
oreat expense, an additional room could be finished off. This 
would serve as a sewing room, and, when occasion arose, as a 
dining room. 


NOON LUNCH 

In the Walpole schools, it is necessary for a large part of 
the pupils to eat the noon meal in the school buildings. During 
the winter months, a hot dish, prepared by the Domestic Science 
pupils, is served to those who wish it. A small fee, which barely 
covers the initial cost, is charged. Similarly, hot lunches are 
served at the rural schools to those who remain for the lunch 
hour. 


LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR 
The records show a regular increase in the number of days 
the schools have kept, during the past three years, from 16914 
in 1925-1926, to 178 in 1927-1928. This gives us a position above 
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the average for the state. Unless unforseen causes make it 
necessary to close the schools, we will show an equal number 
of days for the present year. 

May I express my appreciation for the co-operation from 
the parents, School Board and teachers.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 
NORTH WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL 
Feb. 15, 1929

I submit herewith my report on the condition of the North 
Walpole schools. 

ENROLLMENT 

The enrollment is 284 pupils, consisting of 152 boys and 
132 girls. The High School grades, 9 and 10, have 25 and 15 
pupils, respectively. The registration has remained about the 
same for the past three or four years. | 


DISCIPLINE 
The general discipline of the school is good. Order in the 
classroom is absolutely necessary for successful teaching. I 
believe a survey of classroom conditions would show a satis- 
faetory condition in this important branch of school work. 


CURRICULUM 

A course in Commercial Accounts was placed among the 
Grade 8 subjects this year, instead of French. The interest 
of the pupils in this study has justified its installation. 

Our Latin, Algebra, and Geometry classes are well ad- 
vaneed in their work and will cover more material than classes 
of previous years. 

In the Grammar Grades I have asked the teachers to stress 
the development of ability to speak and write English. There 
is a great need of constant drills with our pupils in this field 
of school work. 

At present we are giving Achievement and Intelligence 
tests to all pupils above Grade Two. When the results are tabu- 


95 


lated they will provide an interesting and profitable study on 
the educational equipment of our pupils. 


TEACHERS 

One change was made in our teaching staff this year. Miss 
Marion Doucette, a graduate of the University of New Hamp- 
shire, succeeded Miss Alberta Nadeau, resigned, as teacher of 
French and Grade Hight subjects. 

Interest in the educational development of her pupils 
should be a dominant factor in a teacher’s work. This spirit 
is evident among our teachers. Naturally, they are concerned 
about the progress of their pupils, committed to their charge for 
instruction. So, a satisfactory condition in regards to work and 
co-operation prevails in our teaching force. 


ATTENDANCE 
Reports on attendance show an increase in absence 
throughout the grades for this year. This is due in most cases 
to sickness during the winter months. However, there are some 
cases where parents consider loss of school time too lightly by 
keeping their children away from school to often for apparently 
slight causes. ; 


SPECIAL CLASS 

As recommended in previous reports, I urge the formation 
of a special class to take care of some very deficient pupils 
distributed throughout the first five grades. These pupils need a 
ereat deal of instruction in primary reading. Other defects 
probably would disappear if the reading ability of these pupils 
was improved. This class would require a special teacher for an 
hour a day at least. 


IMPROVEMENTS 
Electric lights installed in the Keep building last summer 
have furnished a much needed convenience. The new fire es- 
cape on the rear of the Kilburn building meets safety require- 
ments. 
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New clocks are needed in many rooms. 


SCHOOL LIBRARY 

Our school needs a library for its own immediate use. 
Reference books in History, Biography and Literature are 
needed particularly. These could be provided if a sufficient 
sum of money was set apart in the budget from time to time. 
Gifts from interested citizens or alumni would help fill this 
want. Activities of the pupils also ought to be a means of get- 
ting sufficient funds to buy books.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 
WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL 
Walpole, N. H., February 15, 1929

I herewith submit my third annual report as headmaster 
of the Walpole High School. 


REGISTRATION 


The total registration for the school year ending June 1928 
was 112. 56 boys and 56 girls. The total enrollment of the High 
School to date for the year 1928-1929 is 108 pupils, 67 boys and 
41 girls. During the year 5 pupils have withdrawn or trans- 
ferred from the Senior High School and 8 from the Junior High 
_ School, making the enrollment at the present time 61 in the 
Senior High school and 34 in the Junior High. There are at 
present 19 tuition pupils enrolled in the school. The High School 
has maintained for the first twenty weeks of school an attend- 
ance of 94.46 percent. During the same period of time there 
have been 17 instances of tardiness. Twenty-four pupils have 
had a perfect record of attendance during the first twenty 
weeks of school. 


PROGRAM OF STUDIES 


The course of study as revised in the Fall of 1926 is being 
followed without change. A detailed record of the revision and 
its adaptation to our needs was included in my first and second 
reports. The Walpole High School has been approved for the 
current year by the State Board of Education. Approval by the 
College Entrance Certificate Board has been renewed. Gradu- 
ates of the school may be certified to enter most of the New 
- England colleges, including Dartmouth and University of New 
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Hampshire, without examination. The continuation of the cer- 
tificate privilege is dependent upon the recent scholastic record 
of our graduates in post secondary institutions. A grade of 85% 
in each subject is required for certification. 


SCHOLARSHIP 

I am glad to report that there has been a decided decrease 
in the number of pupil failures during the current year. We 
are aiming this year to improve the general standard of work 
by giving more individual assistance. Provision is made for su- 
pervising the work of the study groups. The results attained 
warrant a further study of some plan for providing more at- 
tention to individual needs. Many failures may be avoided if 
supervision is given while the pupils are preparing assigned 
work. It is advantageous to have this supervision given by 
the teacher of the subject being studied. Some schools have 
provided this means of supervision by extending the length of 
the periods to sixty minutes. Their schedule permits time for 
the usual recitation period followed by supervised study in 
preparation for the work of the following day. 

In order to create an interest in the study of American 
History, the Abegail Stearns Chapter, D. A. R. has again offered 
prizes amounting to $10.00 for the best essay on subjects of his- 
torical significance. A framed picture of the battleship Consti- 
tution has been presented to the school. The presentation of the 
cift was made in behalf of the members of the chapter by Mr. 
Charles Barnes. 

The Gilbert Character Cup was awarded for the first time 
at the graduation exercises last June. This award has been made 
possible through the generosity of Mrs. Alice Gilbert. The cup 
is to be presented each year to the pupil showing dynamic qual- 
ities of character. Mary P. Bain, class of 1928, was the first 
recipient of this award.

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 

There are 23 boys registered in the Agricultural course, 
divided as follows by classes: Freshmen 7, Sophomores 7, Ju- 
niors 8, and Seniors 1. The New Hampshire plan of conforming 
with the Smith-Hughes Federal Act relating to Vocational Agri- 
eulture calls for 90 consecutive minutes devoted to the subject 
for each class. In order to do this we have combined the Fresh- 
men and Sophomore and Junior and Senior classes alternating 
each year the subjects taught. This year the Freshmen-Sopho- 
more course of study consists of Plant Husbandry with related 
problems in Animal Husbandry; while the Junior-Senior class 
is studying Agricultural Engineering and a continuation of 
Farm Management problems. 

Twenty-five to thirty percent of the total time of each class 
is spent in farm shop work where various projects are con- 
structed relating directly to problems confronting every farm- 
er. These projects for the Freshmen-Sophomore class consists of 
woodworking, tinsmithing, and leatherwork. The present class 
has completed the following work; 1 cross eut saw filing clamp, 
1 circular saw filing clamp, 1 hand saw filing clamp, 3 saw 
horses and numerous other small projects. In tinsmithing the 
class has an opportunity to study the different fluxes used in 
soldering and each boy contributes to the work by bringing 
from home utensils to be mended such as leaky milk cans, 
water pails, boilers, etc. In leatherowrk the class washed, oiled, 
and repaired broken and worn parts of a complete work har- 
‘ness. 

The Junior-Senior class in Agricultural Engineering has 
made a study of concrete construction ineluding, form build- 
ing, reinforcing, mixtures, their proportions and relative 
strengths as governed by the constituents and water ratio. The 
construction of the concrete base for the new flag pole offered 
an excellent opportunity for putting this information into prac- 
tical use. This class has also studied the different systems of 
laying out an orchard and have made definite plans to follow 
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in planting a three acre orchard on the Hooper Estate, an acre 
of which has already been set according to the Quincunx sys- 
tem. The remaining two acres are to be set this spring. During 
the past spring 5,000 4-year old White Pine transplants were 
set on the Hooper Estate by this class and an additional 5,000 
have been ordered for this spring’s planting. 

The new building located on the Hooper Estate has been com- 
pleted and equipped which offers an excellent opportunity for 
both shop and class work. The shop is fully equipped for work 
in blacksmithing, tinsmithing, and wood working. Much of the 
time thus far has been spent in constructing suitable hangers 
for the tools with view to their proper care and accessibility. 

During the fall our school was represented at the annual 
Interscholastic Judging Contest held at the University of New 
Hampshire. Teams were entered in the following contests: 
Dairy cattle, livestock, fruit, poultry, wood chopping, and wood 
identification. First places were won and silver loving eups 
were awarded to the fruit judging, wood chopping, and wood 
identification teams. 

The other places were as follows: Livestock, third, dairy 
eattle, fourth and poultry, sixth, in competition with 13 other 
schools from various sections of the state. We were also award- 
ed the Sweepstakes Silver Loving Cup for having the highest 
individual school score. 

We appreciate the cooperation of the townspeople in assist- 
ing us to make the annual School Fair a success. The Fair was 
held at the Town Hall, October 11. 

HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT 

The courses in Home Heonomies offered this year are, 
Foods and Nutrition and the Family and Its Members. There 
are 16 members enrolled in this department. 

In the activities of Foods and Nutrition the girls have an 
opportunity through instruction and experience to acquire the 
knowledge necessary to choose food wisely, to prepare it skill- 
fully and to serve meals and food attractively. They study nu- 
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trition through the composition and digestion of foods. Food 
products are studied with regard to their source, manufacture, 
marketing, storage and care. 


In the Fall food preparation and preservation is taught 
and the School Fair gives the public an opportunity to judge 
the work done. Meals are planned and served with regard to the 
nutrients and correct proportions, correct table service and 
etiquette. 

The unit of The Kitchen and Its Equipment directs the 
oirls’ attention to the need for adequate equipment in the kitch- 
en and convenience in arrangement in order to perform efficient 
work. The various types of kitchen equipment is studied and 
each one plans a model kitchen with efficiency in mind. 


There are nine girls enrolled in this course. At present they 
are working on foods to be served for luncheons and dinners 
with a view to serving a banquet. 


The value of the course ‘‘The Family and Its Members”’ is 
to enable the girls to become efficient and responsible members 
of the family and of the community. An understanding and ap- 
preciation of the home-maker’s responsibility for the health, 
education, and moral welfare of the family leads the girls to 
share the responsibilities. The use of leisure time and planning 
for the recreational hours of the family are stressed. A club has 
been formed to meet once in two weeks. Infant and child care 
is taught through the project method. 

The unit in Home Nursing gives the girls an opportunity to 


learn about and care for the helpless in the home. It also gives 
instruction for proper care in accidents and emergencies. The 
course in ‘‘ Vocations’’ aids the pupils in choosing their future 
vocations. 

The Junior High girls and the girls of grades five and six 
are given work in sewing and cooking. They learn to stitch, to 
use the sewing machine, to make simple garments, and to care 
properly for their clothes. The girls in the cooking class learn 
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by actual experience to prepare and serve simple and whole- 
some meals. 

Hot lunches are prepared and served to the pupils of the 
sehool during the winter months. 


ASSEMBLIES AND SCHOOL PUBLICATION 

Chapel Periods are being held as usual Monday and Friday 
mornings. On these days the Senior High and Junior High 
schools meet in the assembly room. During the present year we 
have enjoyed many interesting programs. These programs have 
been provided for us through the co-operation of the various 
elasses or organizations of the school and by townspeople of 
special talent who have willingly come in to entertain or in- 
struct us. Provision is also made each week for an organization 
period when time is allowed for the various student activities. 

The publication of the ‘‘ Warbler’’ is being continued under 
the supervision of the English department. It has for its objec- 
tive the development of literary ability. This year the mime- 
ographed issue is deserving of especial praise as it represents 
more fully the development of a student project. 


SOCIAL AND ATHLETIC ACTIVITIES 

The schedule of student activities as prepared at the begin- 
ning of the year has been followed and each school function has 
been properly supervised by members of the teaching staff. The 
school plays have been produced under the able direction of 
Mrs. A. P. Davis. We are greatly indebted to Mrs. Davis for the 
interest which she has taken in this work. 

The school is represented by a Boys’ and a Girls’ Basket 
Ball Team. Dr. Mousley has again provided a loving cup for the 
boy who is judged by spectator vote to be most helpful to the 
team. This year he is offering a similar cup to a member of the 
girls’ team, the recipient to be determined in the same manner. 

In behalf of the members of the Girls’ Basket Ball squad I 
wish to express appreciation to Miss Pirovano for the many 
evenings which she has devoted to their interest. 
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May I take this opportunity in concluding my report to 
express, in behalf of the school, appreciation to the many towns- 
people who have contributed to the success of our school activi- 
ties.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC

Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Mu- 
sic of the Walpole schools. 

The standard course of study that has been adopted by the 
Musie Supervisors’ National Conference is followed in all of 
the grades. Some new singing books and text books that con- 
form with the standard course have been purchased, and are 
in use in the class rooms. 

A Toy Symphony Orchestra is being developed in the Pri- 
mary grade. Some new records for the Victrola are needed to 
earry on this work, also the work in music appreciation and 
folk dancing. While folk games and folk dances do not consti- 
tute a course in music, they contribute something to the reality 
of music in the child’s experience, and are, therefore, helpful 
musically. 

In the practical working out of the problem of music in- 
struction in the schoolrooms of the grades below the high 
school, the children are led to love good musie and to appreciate 
the many qualities of beauty represented in this art. They are 
taught the fundamentals of music thoroughly as well as to read 
musie fluently, to sing beautifully, so that music may become to 
them a common, familiar, and intimate language for self ex- 
pression. The emotional nature of the children is being fostered 
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and developed, and they are trained to be sensitive to the high- 
er aspirations of emotion expressed in the music, the apprecia- 
tion of which will bring to their lives a regeneratng force and 
power for better living.

I respectfully submit the following report as School Nurse. 
Inspection in North Walpole showed the following defects: 
277 pupils were examined. 
47 pupils showed defective vision, uncorrected. 
16 pupils showed defective hearing. 
27 pupils showed some orthopedic defect. 
49 pupils were underweight. 
227 pupils were in need of dental care. 
62 pupils had enlarged or diseased tonsils. 
11 pupils had enlarged glands. 
5 pupils showed a slight degree of anaemia. 
25 pupils were unvaccinated, without proper excuse. 
Inspection in Walpole showed the following defects: 
211 pupils were examined. 
30 pupils showed defective vision, uncorrected. 
15 pupils showed defective hearing. 
31 pupils showed some orthopedie defect. 
40 pupils were underweight. 
137 pupils were in need of dental care. 
39 pupils had enlarged or diseased tonsils. 
11 pupils had enlarged glands. 
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6 pupils showed a slight degree of anaemia. 
29 pupils were unvaccinated, without proper excuse. 
244 visits were made and health conditions talked over 
with parents. 
A dental clinic was held in North Walpole on April 5th, 
11th, 12th, 19th, 20th, 1928, with work done as follows: 


Number eases treated, 64 
Number receiving complete care, 37 
Number having teeth cleaned, 42 
Number extractions, : 136 
Number silver, cement and porcelain fillings, 93 
Total number of operations, 271 


The clinic rates as follows: Cleaning .75c; extraction, .50; 
silver and cement fillings $1.00; porcelain fillings $1.25. 

The total bill for this work was one hundred and sixty- 
eight dollars and seventy-five cents ($168.75) paid for by the 
parents of the children having work done. As the above rates 
are half the regular rates there was a saving of one hundred 
and seventy-four dollars and seventy-five cents ($174.75). 

25 pupils had their teeth cared for by their own dentist. 

A dental clinic was also held at Walpole on January 8th, 
9th, mornings only and 15th, 16th and 22nd, all day, 1929. 


Number eases treated, 38 
Number receiving complete care, 29 
Number having teeth cleaned, 26 
Number extractions, 36 
Number silver, cement and porcelain fillings, 98 
Total number of operations, 160 


The clinic rates the same as charged in North Walpole. 

The total bill for this work was one hundred and forty-one 
dollars ($141.00), as these rates are half the regular rates there 
was a saving of one hundred and forty-one dollars ($141.00). 

28 pupils had their teeth cared for by their own dentist. 

4 tonsil clinics were held at the Mousley hospital and twen- 
ty children were treated. 
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15 tonsil cases were treated privately. 

11 pupils had special eye examinations and defects eor- 
rected. 

8 pupils were vaccinated during the year. 

Two underweight clinics were held June 1st, 1928, at which 
71 pupils were examined by Dr. Robert Kerr of the New 
Hampshire Tuberculosis Association. . 

I wish to express the appreciation of the district to the 
Kurn Hatten Home of Westminster, Vermont, for the loan of 
their dental chair, to the local chapter of the Red Cross and 
the Alliance of the Unitarian church for assistance given, also 
to Dr. Mousley for chest examination of the boys and girls of 
the basket ball squads. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the co-operation of 
the parents in the work accomplished in the past year.
